GENERAL SIR WILLIAM 
LOCKHART. 


HE celerity of our military men’s move- 
ments was strikingly exemplified in the 
rapidity with which General Sir William 

Lockhart sped from the Continent (where he was 
enjoying a well-earned holiday) to Simla, and 
thence straight to the North-West} Frontier of 
India, to. act as Communder-in-Chief of the 
Anglo-Indian troops which are bringing the 
refractory hill-tribes to book. Sir William 
Lockhart’s campaign against the warlike tribes 
will have been facilitated by the brisk action of 
Sir Bindon Blood, Sir Yeatman Biggs, and 
General Jeffreys. Lord Elgin (the Viceroy) and 
General Sir George White will accord Sir 
William Lockhart a full complement of troops ; 
and it is a notable fact, as illustrating the 
patriotic sentiment which prevails throughout 
the Empire, that New South Wales, not for the 
first time, will send s contingent of fighting 
men to the North- West Frontier likewise. 
* Lockhaxt's' name alone is a guarantee that 
the expedition will be conducted inexpensively 
ns well as effectively. He is the right man in 
the right place. He was but seventeen when he 
began his career as a sub. in India with that 
grand old soldier, Lord Napier of Magdala; he 
served in the Abyssinian War, which was alike 
a triumph of British pluck and skilful engineer- 
ing. As a diplomatist, he ‘shone in the delicate 
negotiations with the Chitral chiefs in 1883. 
e,snüw service, moreover, in Burma. At 
home, he has* been Assistant Military Secretary 
for Indian Affairs at the Horse Guards. Bear- 
ing a name honoured by all who love the works 
of Sir Walter Scott, Sir William Lockhart is 
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Corbett when, in the conclusive round. he is 
struck by a terrific left-hand blow on the chest, 
and falls on his knee, holding his glove to his 
heart as if something had goue wrong with it, 
and fails to rise to his feet in the allotted time.

The doorway, arched and 
moulded and placed in the middle of the frontage, is 
approached by a short flight of broad steps, and leads into 
a spacious hall, from which a wide staircase goes up to the 
top of the building. The ground-floor is given over to the 
rank-and-file as a club, and includes reading and recreation 
rooms. On the next floor similar accommodation js pro- 
vided for the sergeants of the regiment; and the officers 
occupy the second-floor.

He was the grandson 
of a Greek pilot, who en- 
abled Napoleon Bonaparte 
to steer clear of Nelson's 
ships on the way to Egypt 
On returning to F.ance, 
Bonaparte sent for the 
pilot's two sons, and had 
them educated for the 
army. Oneof them, General 
Bourbaki's father, fought 
for the Greeks in 1827. e 
was, however, caught and 
put to death by the Turks. 
His son Charles, now dead, 
was adopted by a French 
General, and was placed in 
the Military School of La 
Fléche, whence he went to 
St. Cyr. In retracing 
Bourbaki's military career, General Du Barail gives him a 
preponderating place in the Crimean campaign. He took 
part in every French campaign, and was, above all, popular 
amongst the Zouaves. During the Franco-German War the 
Army of the East was forgotten in the armistice, and was 
obliged to escape in terrible disorder to Switzerland. On 
this occasion General Bourbaki attempted suicide, 


The Town of Nottingham, which has just been 
entertaining the Church Congress, is full of interesting 
memories ; but, unfortunately, very few of its old edifices 
have escaped demolition. There are some old houses 
round its famous market-place (where the Goose Fair 
was held), but they have been refronted and stuceoed 
till most of their ancient charm has been lost. Even 
the Castle, where the mayoral hospitality is so often 
dispensed, is ancient only in its site. It stands on a high 
rock, honeycombed with tunnels and the remains of secret 
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passages which once communicated with the Castle. It 
was here that Charles I. first raised his standard in the Civil 
wars. The Castle was, however, taken by the Parliamentary 
army under Colonel Hutchinson, and an old ale-house 
under its shadow still bears his name as its sign. The 
Castle remained in the hands of the Duke of Newcastle, 
though in the last century the houses in what is now Castle 
Hill were erected on a portion of its grounds. Some of 


the blackened beams of the old Castle may still be seen 
outside. Inside, in happy contrast, is a municipal museum | 
and art gallery. | 


The Right Rev. George Ridding, Bishop otf 
Southwell, who presided at the Nottingham Church 
" Congress, is the first Bishop 
of a new see. Southwell 
is in Derbyshire; but 
although there is a Bishop 
of Nottingham, he is a 
suffragan, and, therefore, 
did not preside. Dr. Rid- 
ding is seventy, a Winches- 
ter boy, and a Balliol man. 
He graduated B.A. in 1851, 
M.A. 1853, and D.D. in 
1839. From 1867 to 1884 he 
was Head Master of Win- 
chester College. The new 
see of Southwell was 
created in 1884, and Mr. 
Gladstone made Dr. Rid- 
ding Bishop. The appoint- 
ment was. criticised by 
those who object to 
“ schoolmaster - Bishops," 
but it has been justified by 
experience. His wife, Lady Laura Ridding, is an active 
promoter of women’s work in the Church, _especially in 
regard to such matters as the care of young girls. 


Lord Polwarth Presided over the Congress 
of the Evangelical Alliance last Monday at 
the Henry Martyn Memorial Hall, Cambridge. Repre- 
sentatives were present from all parts of the United 
Kingdom, the Continent, and the United States. In the 
evening a large publie ME was held in the Guildhall, 
at which Dr. Moule took the chair and welcomed the 
members on behalf of the local auxiliary.

and ‘reconstituted under 
Colonel Sir Howard 
Vincent. Smart men were x 
at & premiun, and in the autumn of 1878 Mr. Jarvis 
accepted an invitation to return. His first big case was 
Percy Lefroy. Two years later he took a part in the 
convietion of Dr. Gallagher and the other dynamiters, who 
were sent to penal servitude for treason-felony. Since, his 
special line has been the pursuit of Continental and 
American forgers, bank burglars, ete. He captured 
Mendel Howard, the cleverest forger in the world, More 
recently he got the Chinese doctor, Sun-Y at-Sen, out of 
the clutches of the Chinese Embassy in Portland Place. |

Sunderland scored over Sheffield Wednesday, 
and their position after this match was fifth, 
with three matches won out of four played. 
Liverpool beat Everton; West Bromwich Albion 
beat Stoke ; and Wolverhampton Wanderers and 
Notts Forest drew their match, in which nothing 
was scored. Manchester City, with an unbeaten 
record, remain at the head of the second division. 
On Saturday they beat Woolwich Arsenal by 
four goals to one, but the latter had two men 
injured in the second half. 

If the defeat of Aston Villa on Saturday by 
Blackburn Rovers came as a surprise, what shall 
be said of the success of Sheffield Wednesday 
over the League champions on Monday? It was 
no simple win, but a clear beating by three goals 
to none. Aston may have gone off a bit, but 
there was no doubt as to the excellence of the 
Sheffielders’ play, and the enthusiasm of the 
spectators (12,000 in number) was great indeed.

P. W. Brown, Polytechnic 
C.C.; J. E. Harter, ditto; A. E. Strickland, 
Kettering; and J. Sigsworth, Stockton, were 
among those who came to grief, and, with others 
retiring, including I. McW. Bourke, Guy's 
Hospital, the field was very materially reduced 
by the time half the distance had been covered, 
those whose chance was hopeless finding a 
chase in the drizzle which set in the reverse to 
pleasant. Cherry was leading Burnand by a lap 
at twenty-five miles, and these two remained in 
the same positions to the end, the result being 
as follows: A..J. Cherry, Catford C.C., 
lh.
